$100,000,000,000 for war pur- 
poses in the 12-month period 
starting July 1, 1943, out of a 


total of $109,000,000,000 for 


all governmental purposes, 

Describing it as “the maximum 
program for waging war,” the 
president urged that Congress 
levy $16,000,000.000 in new taxes 
and forced savings, permitting 
the treasury to pay 50 per cent 
of war costs from revenue and 
borrow the rest. 

At a press conference, the presi- 
dent said the budget is designed to 
maintain the industrial machine of 
the United States at maximum 
capacity, employing every tool, 
assembly line, worker and raw ma- 
terial, indicating “our determina- 
tion to equip our fighting forces

Prices Board has cancelled all 
contracts for future deliver’ of 
butter and taken “effective con- 
trol” of all shipments from areas 
of surplus Production in west- 
ern Canada, with a view to facil- 


Itating distribution of available 
butter stocks, Foods Adminis- 
trator J. G. Taggart announced 
today. 


The contract cancellation order 
is a temporary measure “designed 
to cope with the present emerg- 
ency,” Mr. Taggart said. It will 
release stocks of butter now being 
held against contracts for future 
deliveries.

repairs after the Aufmarsch for 
Russia had drained away every 
reasonably young man, and many 
old ones.

So, in order not 
to have to close doors after a 
couple of hours of serving each 
day, taverns simply accumulated

Admiral Stark, commander of United 
States naval forces in Europe, counters 
the opinion of Admiral Halsey and says 
the war will be “long and tough”. Because, 
for one reason—and one that deserves 
attention—the submarine menace is “not 
something to be comfortable about”.

Extension to Edmonton's 
power plant, which it was con- 
templated would be completed 
this year, will be delayed for 
nine or 12 months through enemy 
action, according to a report 
which the city commissioners are 
Placing before the city council 
Monday night. 

In this report the commissioners 
state that the turbine and generat- 
ing unit for the extension has been 
received from the British engin 
leering firm handling the contract 
| but that some auxiliary parts have 
|} been lost through enemy action 
fees report does not state if the 
enemy action‘*took place at the en- 
gineering plant, but it is presumed 
| that the parts were lost at sea 

| The report states that as far as 
can be now ascertained this loss 
| will delay the completion of the 
| new unit by a period of from nine 
| to 12 months. 

The report continues that “this 
delay is unfortunate at a time when 
jour demands for energy are in- 
|creasing, yet, the condition of our 
|present plant and our connection 
with the Calgary Power Co., should | 
serve as good insurance for con- 
tinued service to our customers, 
and it is hoped that there may be 
no shoriage of power even next 
winter
